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Reading Light 
to reduce rates 


The Reading Municipal Light 
Board has announced that effec- 
tive May 1, 1975 the Reading Light 
Department will reduce its rlec- 
tric rates to those which were 
effective on January 1, 1973. This 
means that the surcharge increase 
from 26% to 32% effective on 
January 1, 1975 will be rescinded, 
together with the approximate 3% 
increase which went into effect on 
March 1, 1974. 

The annual effect of this reduc- 
tion is $750,000. The reduction in 
customer billings for the May 1, 
through December 31, 1975 period 
will be $560,000. The additional 6% 
surcharge effective on January 1, 
1975 collected from our customers 
through March 1, 1975 will be 
credited to their next bill. 

Several reasons were given ex- 
plaining why this reduction can be 
made at this time without itn- 
paring the utliiity’s to maintain 
and improve its plant and continue 
its regular customer service 
policies. 

1. Demands for extensions and 
upgrading of present facilities 
have been substantially reduced 
due to current economic conditions 
so the attendant capital and labor 
requirements are lower. 

2. Customer conservation during 
1975 to date, has improved the load 
factor of Reading's purchased 


power needs resulting in reduced 
purchased power costs. 

3. Improvements made during 
late 1973 and during 1974 at the 
Kenneth E. Gaw Substation on 
Causeway Road have reduced 
purchased power costs even 
beyond expectations. 

4. General utility operating ex- 
penses have been reduced substan- 
tially more than was anticipated 
when preparing the budget for 
1975. 


Reading has now been able to 
offset two major wholesale rate in- 
creases, those of May 1970, and 
December ‘14, 1974. There are sub- 
stantial expectations by the 
Municipal Light Board that there 
will be customer refunds resulting 
from a settlement of cases now 
pending before the Federal Power 
Commission. 

The Municipal Light Board is 
pleased to make this announce- 
ment in times when prices of every 
other commodity is rising. 

The rate reduetion will reduce 
the bill for an average residential 
customer who has eléctric water 
heating. using 1816 kwh/2 months, 
$4.20 per two month billing period 
and for the average residential 
customer who dogs not have elec- 
tric water heating who uses 
1022/kwh/2 month by $.272 per two 
month billing ‘period.

Harnden Tavern 
placed on National 
‘Historic Register 


The Harnden Tavern, built more 
than 200 years ago in Wilmington, 
and steeped in American history, 
has been placed on the National 
Register of Historic Places by the 
Natidnal Park Service. 

The announcement was made in 
Washington this week by U.S. Rep. 
Paul Tsongas who congratulated 
town residents and officials for 
their work in seeking historic 
recognition for the tavern. 

harnden Tavern was built in 1770 
by Ebineezer Jones. It is one of 
the rare early examples of 
Georgian architecture in the area. 
The structure was sold to Major 
Joshua Harnden sometime prior to 
1787 

Under Harnden’s ownership, the 
tavern became a popular stopping 


off place for those making the 
journey from Salem to Lowell 

Dr. Silas Brown acquired the 
tavern in 1818. His father was 
among the party that escorted the 
British to Cambridge after 
General Borgoyne’s surrender at 
Saratoga. The Brown family were 
ardent abolitionists and the tavern 
in the mid 1800's was reputed to be 
a stop in the anti-slavery un- 
derground railroad. 

Congressman Tsongas explained 
that the placing of the Harnden 
Tavern on the National Register 
guarantees preservation of the 
structure and makes it eligible for 
federal maitenance and preserva- 
tion funds. In notifying town of- 
ficials of the recognition, Tsongas 
offered to assist in obtaining such 
funds if the town so desired

There was a light rain, on 
Wilmington Common, Saturday 
morning.“ It didn’t dampen the 
spirits of the over 700 persons 
gathered there to give a send-off to 
the Wilmington Minutemen, 
scheduled to march to Concord at 3 
am. 

It was a jolly crowd. Not too 
much alcohol, but a jolly bunch, 
withal. There were a few beer 


“cans. There were some thermos 


jugs. some of which contained 
more than coffee. A few persons 
had roman rockets, which were set 
off occasionally 

The police had two cruisers, blue 
lights blazing. at the head of 
Church Street and the rescue 
wagon, red lights flashing, was 
near Adams Street. The police es- 
timate the crowd was ‘‘between 
350 and 500." but there were more. 
They could not have seen all the 
crowd. from where they were 
stationed. The Town Crier counted 
the cars. and divided by two, ther 
ewere over 1400 cars.

Aluminum 
light poles 


Almost four years ago the 
Wilmington Planning Board voted 
that all future electrical wiring 
into real estate developments, 
residential and commercial, 
should be by underground wires. 
The vote was recorded in the 
Registry of Deeds, in Lowell and 
has the force of law. 

A month or two later the plan- 
ning board voted that all illumina- 
tion in the new developments 
should be from aluminum poles. 
This vote was not recorded in the 
Registry of Deeds. hence it has 
nothing behind it, to enforce the 
law. 

In two of the residential 
developments, since then, there 
are wooden poles with electric 
lights. It was, one can judge, a 
matter between the Reading Elec- 
tric Light Department and the in- 
dividual contractors. One other 
residential development does not 
yet have lights. It would seem that 
Reading Light and the contractor 
have not come to full agreement. 

Tuesday night the planning 
board discussed the Jonspin 
Development, up off Andover 
Road, on the old Tom Daly farm. 

Underground wiring has been in- 
stalled, up Jonspin Road, but no 
lights. The commercial kind, 
heavy duty, cost $250, before in- 
stallation. Charles Gulesarian, the 
engineer for the project, told the 
planning board that the installa- 
tion of aluminum lights had. not 
been counted on, and that they 
would cost the company $50,000. 

the planning board members 
showed that they could unders- 
tand, and while no definite deci- 
sion was made, it seems that Mr. 
Gulesarian will submit plans with 
the lights far apart, to. reduce 
costs, and that those plans will be 
accepted by the planning board. 

Gulesarian is about to submit 
plans for a 36,000 square foot 
guilding, which will become the 
fourth building in the project. A 
local firm is understood to be plan- 
ning to move.
